World Problem 


China today h a greater world problem than a we* k 
ego. 


Chang Tso Lin, the Manchurian war lord, has abdi­ 
cated and left the recognized governmental offices at 
Peking without a chiefaiu. 
This opens the way for the 
taking over of Peking by the Nationalists. 
Peking has 
been their objective for tile last two years. 


Peking was tho seat of recognized 
government 
in 
China because the various world power had looked upon 
Chang as the properly constituted ruler of Chino, 
in 
VU. T#*or»y,/> 4,f Vuli.uvo *V. OU* 
fl*nirr *v*x WY 
\V*j H 
Sized as the only chinese government with nmnonty. 
Hut Chang is g o n e . 
And the recog nized Chinese gov­ 
ernment lias fallen. 
The republican form of government 
in China falls with Chang. 
It was a complete failure, as 
was foreseen by many publicists. The fortunes of China 


b o w arc in hands of t h e Nationalists, who appear ;o 
have no illusions as to th* needs and iii* als of young 
China. 
It is to b* sincerely hop* ti that those young patriots 
will bring seine form of order out of the present chaos. 
While it is entirely too early to take a positive stand 
either one way or the otlnr on the tangled Chinese sit­ 
uation, on* * a ii ii o t h* ip but admire the fortitude of the 
young men who compose the Nationalist group in China. 
They have worked ceaselessly to make China a factor 
In the family of nations. 


With the running away of Chang the 
ompJete success 
of the Nationalist troops was expected. 
Chang's rule in 
Peking was a dismal failure. 
He was surrounded by 
fiychophants, who, by their flattery, were made secure 
iii offi< ial positions whence they could plunder both the 
Chinese and foreign residents 
The approach of the Na­ 
tionalists was viewed with equanimity, because the In­ 
habitants of Piking knew that conditions could not pos­ 
sibly be worse than they were. 


Now comes word that Chang’s special train on which 
lie was fleeing t< hit native Manchuria lias been bomb­ 
ed, several of ins retinue wounded and the war lord him­ 
self injured. 
The Japanese gendarmes have made some 
arrests, apparently adopting the attitude of peace pre­ 
servers. 
When native Manchurians 
won’t 
permit 
a 
fellow- 
Mancluirian to return to his native section of tile country 
without throwing bombs at him, it certainly does not 
speak well for tile form of government he meted out 
when he sat in the places of the mighty. 
China offers to the peaceful nations of the world today 
its really great problem. 
What, with Japanese policies 
to he handled diplomatically because of 'heir apparent 
selfish motives, and China without any recognized gov­ 
ernment. the League of Nations has a most delicate task 
ahead of it. 
If China is to be saved from itself, and kept for the 
Chinese against any encroachments by the Japanese, it 
may require tile combined attention of all the powers of 
the world. 


Fiver Fears Rail journey 


It is reported that. Hugo Junkers, the builder of the 
Bremen was greatly relieved when he arrived in Chicago, 
recently, after a trip on the Twentieth Century Limited 
from New Y’ork City. “I was afraid of that long railroad 
journey,'’ he is quoted as having remarked. 
"I don't 
know how safe trains are, and I doubted if I could sleep.” 
Herr Junkers is like the general run of humanity in 
that he has grown so much accustomed to his product 
and ifs use that his feeling of safety in its operation 
has appreciated while there has been a corresponding 
depreciation of his esteem for the safety of other meth­ 
ods of travel. 
Back in the early days of the great popularity of the 
bicycle, It, was related that many structural steel and 
iron workers hesitated about attempting its use for 
fear of getting a fall and breaking their bones.

there are teamsters engaged iii hauling nitroglycerin 
who wouldn’t ride in an elevator for fear the car would 
drop and kill him. 
Man is prune to lose all fear of that at which he is 
constantly employed and exaggerate the danger of that 
with which h* is unacquainted, and this is very probably 
the reason why Herr Jui kers considers aeroplane travel 
safe aud has doubts about the safety of railroad travel.

Any sore about the mouth 
or, for that matter, an eruption any­ 
where on the face, is a source of em­ 
barrassment to the victim. 
Fever blisters are vesicles or blis­ 
ters, 
usually 
located 
around 
the 
mouth. 


Herpes isn’t "catching” 
or 
infec­ 
tious. 
Some persons seem to be pre­ 
disposed to the trouble and are apt to 
have repeated attacks. 
A discharging ear sometimes

files a similar condition on the lobe 
oi the ear.

condition, while it comes at 
any time of life, is most common in 
youth, 
it 
may accompany indiges­ 
tion. 
Following a prolonged visit to the 
dentist, there may be fever blisters 
about the mouth. 
There is more or 
I* ss unavoidable bruising of the lips 
iii the course of a long dental session. 
This does not 
mean 
infection, al­ 
though. if the teeth and mouth arc in 
bad condition, there is- this danger. 
It is quite the 
common thing to 
have herpes- in the course of influen­ 
za. pneumonia 
and other infectious 
diseases accompanied by high fever 
"Cold-sores” are- of the same nature 
and follow the common cold. 
You will notice discomfort arid even 
pain in the lips or affected part. This 
continues for several hours and grad­ 
ually the sore spot pets red and swol­ 
len 
Then a few small blisters form 
en the surface. 
They are filled with 
clear fluid. 
Pretty soon these blisters may run 
together. Then the contents become 
milky. 
Next 
they dry 
up, forming 
brown or yellow crust0. After a week 
cr so the scab comes off, leaving a 
red spot which continuos for a time. 
The whole process takes about ten 


There .ire other attacks of herpes 
which seem to be a sort of 
reflex 
condition from some remote or ner­ 
vous trouble. 
Tired men and women 
are liable to the trouble. 
In the 
beginning 
of herpes 
the 
trouble may be headed off by apply­ 
ing 
some 
alcoholic 
lotion. 
Pure 
alcohol, spirits of camphor, borated 
alcohol, or 
cologne will serve 
this 
purpose. 
Failing iii your effort to abort th* 
trouble, you should apply 
a 
powder 
of some sort. 
Boracic acid, bicarbon­ 
ate of soda and zinc oxide are useful 
Water and 
greases are 
harmful. 
The part should be kept dry. 
Saltpe­ 
ter or alum applied to the sore spot 
w.li hasten its healing. 
Keep your fingers 
oft 
the 
sore 
spot. 
This is a good rule to follow 
all the time. 
The hands ought never 
to be applied to the face except when 
you wash it. 
Your hands come in 
contact with dirt. filth 
and 
germs. 
You cannot avoid picking up mate­ 
rial which ie capable of poisoning the 
delicate tissues of the face. 
Recurring attacks of herpes about 
the mouth should excite your 
sus­ 
picion. They may be due to bad teeth, 
suppurating 
gums, 
diseased tonsils, 
suppuration in the nasal sinuses, gall 
bladder disease, cr some other infeo-
